To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Cleansing  Committee, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  oonsideration,  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  the  year  1971» 

The  Borough  oontinued  to  enjoy  a  satisfactory  health  reoord.  In  spite  of  a 
balanoe  of  202  exoess  of  live  births  over  deaths,  the  Registrar  General  estimated 
that  the  mid-year  population  had  increased  by  5°«  The  live  birth  rate  oontinued  at  a 
high  level  (I3.8)  and  the  loss  of  infant  life  was  reduced.  This  improved  the  perinatal 
rate  to  28  oompared  with  a  national  figure  of  22. 

The  provalence  of  communioable  diseases  ran  to  type,  with  103  oases  of  measles 
being  notified  oompared  with  664  last  year.  Other  diseases  ocourred  in  insignificant 
numbers. 

During  the  course  of  the  2rear  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  retired,  and 
many  tributes  were  paid  to  him  at  that  time.  Having  served  the  Corporation  for  37 
years,  his  knowledge  of  the  town  and  its  areas  at  risk  were  known  and  understood  in 
great  depth.  As  a  colleague  of  the  past  17  years  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Clusliy  for  his 
continued  help  and  oo-operation  whioh  made  my  responsibilities  so  much  easier  to  oarry. 
Wo  all  wish  him  well  in  his  retirement  to  one  of  the  more  pleasing  areas  of  the  North 
West.  A  most  sinoero  weloome  is  accorded  to  his  successor,  Mr.  W.H.  Locker. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  all 
Members  of  the  Health  and  Cleansing  Committee  for  their  oontinued  interest  in  the 
department,  and  to  the  members  of  the  staff  and  my  colleagues  in  the  Town  Hall  for 
their  over-ready  help  and  oo-operation.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladios  and  &ont lemon, 

I  have  tho  privilege  to  prosent  the  Annual  Report  on  tho  work  of  the  Publio  Health 
Deportment  for  your  information. 

At  the  outset  it  must  be  stated  that  I  havo  been  responsible  for  a  very  small  amount 
of  tho  work,  tho  majority  being  under  the  control  of  Mr.  Clusky,  who  rotired  on  the  31s* 
July,  and  Mr.  Hope,  who  ran  the  Department  for  a  period  beforo  I  took  up  the  appointment. 
Due  to  the  offorts  of  all  the  staff  it  is  doubtful  if  the  publio  we  sorvo  were  awaro  of 
tho  gaps  whioh  aro  inevitable  at  times  of  ohango. 

Tho  report  is  faotual  and  basod  on  tho  information  oollated  from  tho  rooords. 

Comment  is  minimal. 

Coming  to  Leigh  from  another  Authority  has  givon  mo  the  opportunity  to  take  a  now 
look  at  tho  full  rango  of  environmental  oircumstanoes;  the  first  timo  this  has  happenod 
for  many  many  years.  With  ro-orgonisation  in  Looal  Government  now  oortain,  it  looks 
unlikely  that  there  will  over  again  be  suoh  a  ohanco  in  tho  history  of  tho  Borough's 
Publio  Health  Department. 

To  me,  it  appears,  there  has  been  considerable  progross  with  Clean  Air  and  there  is 
an  opportunity  for  still  furthor  steps  before  re-organisation.  In  the  field  of  Housing, 
that  is  clearance  of  unfits  and  improvement  of  houses  with  a  life  yet  to  oomo,  there  is  a 
deal  to  be  done.  Many  houses  are  ripe  for  clearance  and  many  more  aro  in  need  of  improve¬ 
ment.  Leigh's  first  general  improvement  area  is  a  stride  forward  and  the  quality  of  life 
of  tho  participants  must  havo  been  enhanoed. 

Pood  hygiene  and  handling  is,  with  few  oxoeptions,  of  a  satisfactory  standard  and  tho 
looal  killed  meat  is  of  superior  quality.  Buok  Street  abattoir  has  structural  limitations 
but  conditions  oomparo  favourably  with  those  found  in  private  abattoirs  of  a  similar  age 
elsewhoro. 

A  problem,  unique  in  magnitudo  to  Loigh,  is  that  of  nuisance  from  the  commercial 
breeding  of  maggots.  To  find,  effect  and  if  need  be  onforoo  a  remedy  will  bo  neither 
simple,  cheap  or  speed y.  Certain  initial  steps  with  the  problem  have  been  taken,  but  tho 
need  for  a  great  deal  of  rosearch  and  enterprise  must  bo  recognised. 

Mey  I  tako  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  enoouragement  I  have 
received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committoo  in  tho  short  spoil  I  have  beon 
in  Leigh. 

Tho  staff  of  tho  health  Deportment  is  extremely  oapablo  and  thoir  ready  oo-operation 
with  mo  has  mado  it  possiblo  for  a  proper  continuity  of  service  to  tho  publio.  I  am 
appreciative  of  thoir  offorts,  without  whioh  I  would  bo  quito  unable  to  serve  tho 
Committee. 

An  unusual  burden  fell  upon  Mr.  Hope,  and  it  is  with  some  personal  pleasure  that 
I  record  my  thanks  to  him. 

It  would  be  remiss  of  me  not  to  record  tho  assistance  and  support  I  have  had  from 
the  Medioal  Officer  of  Health  and  Officers  in  the  othor  Departments  of  the  Town  Hall.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


There  are  no  registered  Offensive  Trades  within  the  Borough. 

Leigh  is  as  famous  in  the  world  of  maggot  breeding  as  it  is  for  its  matoh  fishermon. 
At  the  height  of  tho  season  production  is  thought  to  exoeed  3  tons  of  maggots  per  woek. 
These  are  bred  on  fish  and  poultry  offal  in  extremely  primitive  conditions  at  at  least 
9  establishments  in  tho  district,  the  majority  of  whioh  are  concentrated  in  the  area  of 
Bedford  Moss. 

The  premises  are  a  oolleotion  of  wooden  and  nissen  huts  which  have  doomed  planning 
consent.  Most  are  without  wator  supply,  oleotricity  and  drainago. 

Publio  complaint  of  smell  nuisance,  particularly  in  oertain  climatio  conditions,  is 
extensivo  and  considerable.  Much  of  the  complaint  oomos  from  tho  residents  of  Golborno 
Urban  District. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES  (Continuod) 


Thoro  aro  stops  whloh  con  bo  taken  to  minimise  nulsanoo  at  oortaln  parts  of  the  proooss. 
All  ooouplors  of  tho  establishments  wore  made  well  awaro  of  thoso,  whloh  is  sound  practiool 
hygiono.  I  am  ongagod  In  a  oonsidorablo  amount  of  rosooroh  and  Investigation  into  the  main 
Bouroo,  that  of  offonsivo  gas  produood  by  tho  maggots'  metabolism.  Information  is  not  oasily 
gathered,  nor  is  tho  remody  a  cheap  oxoroiso.  Co-oporatlon  from  various  souroos  has  boon 
one our aging. 

Tho  findings  of  tho  Working  Party  of  tho  Dopartrnont  of  the  Ihvironnont  on  Industrial  and 
Other  Odours  will  no  doubt  be  if  great  value,  but  this  district  noods  a  remedy  now.  Aotion 
under  the  nuisanoos  sootions  of  tho  Publio  Health  Aots  was  unlikely  to  be  wholly  successful, 
but  now  that  the  answers  to  tho  smell  problem  is  known,  prospoots  aro  onhancod. 

The  possibility  of  an  approach  to  the  Minister  for  an  Order  to  extend  the  definition  in 
the  Publio  health  Aot  1336*  Section  107,  with  byelaws  to  follow  is  under  active  consideration. 

Bioouragoment  is  forthcoming  in  that  a  maggot  breeder  and  angler  of  international 
reputation  is  considering  tho  construction  of  on  entirely  new  permanent  structure,  together 
with  gas  extraction  treatment  plant.  It  is  hoped  that  the  same  degroe  of  suocoss  in  his 
venture  is  forthcoming, 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES

SCRAP  METAL  DEALER  S'  ACT,  1964 


This  Act  provides  for  the  registration  and  control  of  scrap  metal  dealers  and  camo  into 
operation  on  the  1st  April,  1965,  beinS  renewable  every  third  year.  Every  looal  authority  is 
required  to  maintain  a  register  of  persons  oarrying  on  business  in  their  area  as  scrap  metal 
dealers.  During  the  year  1  firm  was  registered,  together  with  11  re-registrations.

It  is  appaporrt  from  dlsous3ion  with  informod  mombors  of  the  publio  that  thoy  aro 
disturbed  by  noiso  whioh  is  below  the  lovols  whioh  aro  aotionablo,  and  raoro  commonly  by 
what  may  bo  broadly  dofinod  ’neighbourhood  noisos'. 

Certain  projections  on  the  possibility  of  controlling  noise  on  an  aroa  basis  has 
muoh  to  oommend  it.  Thero  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  quality  of  life  is  enhanced 
whoro  background  noise  is  lowor. 

Tho  Inspectorate  on  sovoral  occasions  took  informal  action  in  rospoot  of  the 
pnomatic  drills  of  tho  statutory  undertakers  boing  usod  without  muffles.  In  oaoh 
case  tho  apparatus  was  available  but  not  used. 

HAIRDRESSER  S'  AND  BARBERS*  ESTABLISHMENTS 

Byelaws  made  under  Sootion  77  of  tho  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  with  regard  to  hair¬ 
dressers'  and  barbers'  establishments  oame  into  force  in  the  Borough  on  the  1st  October, 
1962,  and  26  visits  were  raado  to  such  establishments  during  the  year. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1  9  6  3 

This  Act,  the  main  provisions  of  which  camo  into  foroo  on  the  1st  August,  19&4,  makes 
provision  for  securing  the  health,  safety  and  wolfare  of  persons  employed  to  work  in  offices, 
shops  and  certain  railway  promises. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  premisos  on  the  register  has  inoroased  to  545  as  against

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  tfekerfield  Water  Board  Is  the  statutory  Water  Undertaking  for  the  Borough. 

The  supply  is  token  in  bulk  from  the  Rivingfcon  Aqueduct  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation, 
and  the  Lightshaw  Works  of  tho  Ifakerfield  Water  Board. 

The  oharaoter  of  the  -water  from  the  Rivington  Aqueduct  is  upland  surfaoe,  whilst 
that  from  the  Lightshaw  Works  is  wholly  of  deep  well  origin. 

Details  of  treatment  of  tho  various  waters  by  the  Board  are  as  follows 

Water  derived  from  Liverpool  Aqueduct :  Chlorination. 

Water  supplied  from  Lightshaw  Treatment  Plant:  Aeration,  lime  softening, 

filtration,  pH  correction, 
superohlorination  and 
doohlorination. 

There  has  been  no  significant  ohange  in  the  character  of  the  water  supplied  during 
tho  year. 

Samples  of  Town's  Phins  water  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination  eaoh  week.  During  the  year  96  samplos  were  examined,  of  these 
2  showed  some  slight  contamination,  none  being  of  a  serious  nature,  A  subsequent  flushing 
of  the  mains  in  the  vioinity  of  the  point  where  the  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken  proved 
sufficient,  in  eaoh  oase,  to  rcotify  the  position.

INVESTIGATION  OP  AIR  POLLUTION 


The  level  of  pollution  shows  a  steady  deorease  over  the  past  years  and  as  more  Smoko 
Control  Areas  beoomo  operative  this  rate  of  progress  is  increasing.  This  is  brought  out 
quite  dearly  when  looking  at  relative  figuros  taken  from  the  National  Survey  Annual 
Summary. 

The  results  are  divided  into  Summer  (April  -  September)  and  Winter  (October  -  Maroh) 
periods.  The  figures  are  relative  in  that  they  show  the  average  measured  ajmount  of  smoke 
from  the  three  stations  maintained  by  ourselves,  the  results  of  whioh  are  transmitted  to 
the  Warren  Spring  Laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology  whore  they  are  arranged  by 
computer. 

Tho  figuros  quoted  relate  to  smoke  (microgrammos  per  oubio  metre)  and,  as  some  help 
to  comparisons,  relative  figures  are  also  given  for  Lancaster  and  Stretford.

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HOUSING 


In  October  I  was  Instructed  to  prepare  a  year's  clearance  prograrano,  and  to  rovlow  and 
up-date  the  existing  clear onoe  programme. 

The  iramediato  programme  presented  no  problem  and  throo  aroas  totalling  142  houses  wore 
easily  Identifiable. 

The  survey  was  well  In  hand  by  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  apparent  that  the  Borough's 
housing  stook  Is  very  mixed  and  tho  aroas  of  unfit  housos  wldoly  dispersed.  There  are 
oertaln  aroas  whore  tho  standard  of  housing  is  low,  end  oloaranoo  has  boon  a  possibility 
for  somo  years.  Iho  prosenoe  of  housos  'Improved'  and  in  some  cases  with  the  assistance  of 
Grants,  complicates  decisions.  To  make  sonsible  progress  of  tho  olooranoe  and  improvement 
programme  tho  two  must  bo  clearly  defined. 

Tho  representation  of  housos  continued  during  tho  year,  albeit  more  slowly  than  was 
anticipated  owing  to  the  coming  into  being  of  Ciroular  2/70,  which  had  a  restricting  effoot 
on  progress. 

Altogether  8l  houses  were  Inspected  by  the  staff  of  the  Department
